Dept. of Texas,— Brig. Gen. D. 8. Stanley. 


A recent despatch from San Antonio says: “* Gen. 
D. 8. Stanley bas received a telegram from Captain 
Randall, commanding Ft. Ringg id, that Carlos J. 
Garcia, with 50 followers, crossed the Rie Grande 
into Mexico, with the object of precipitating a re- 
volution. Toey are bound fur one of the larger 
towns of the State of Tamaulipas aod expsct it to 
rise in rebellion at their coming. It is as pretty a 
band of cuttbroats as ever crossed the river. en. 
Stanley telegraphed Capr. Randall to patrol the 
American bank of the Kio Grande with all the 
troops at bis command. Tne Mexican military au- 
tborities at Nuevo Laredo, which is beadquarters 
for the Stateof Nuevo Leon, bave been notified, and 
a detachment of 300 Mex can cavalrymen bas been 
sent down the river, aod will attempt to stercept 
the Ga-cia band. Gen. Stanley does not regard the 
revolution as s+rious,and thinks thet the Garcia 
gang will be rounded up aed shot iaside of 10 days."’ 

A despatch of Sept. 20, from San Aotonio, save: 
“The Mexican revolutionists were overtaken by 
Mexican troops. A battle ensued, and Cateriva 
Garza. the leader of the revolution, was shot aud 
tbeu banged toatree. General Saudoval, General 
Garza’s chief lieutenant, escaped to the mountains 
with a few followers.”’

This etstement of the 
accused, which Is not disputed in evidence by ibe prosecu- 
tion, is pot consistent with bis plea of guilty to the 24 
charge and its specification, which allege the offence of 
disobedience of orders. The accused shoulda bave been re- 
quired to barmonize bis stetement and plea, failing in 
wricb, the court should bave Ji. ected a piea of not guilty 
to be entered, and then should bave beard evidence, The 
offence of aisobedince of orders under the 2ist Article of 
War requires that the act of d J b i be — 
intenuooal and deliberate and that tbe order disobey 
should have b en understood. It is not intended to assert 
ibat a drunken wan cannot commit ap offence of this char- 
acter, but certainly a man who is so drunk as§ not to know 
the nature of his actions cannot do so.

Tue U. 8.8. Charleston, after a stay of but six 
days, left Honoiulu on the 34 inst. en route tor the 
Chiua Station, where she arrived Sept. 22.

Some of the eurlier torpedo boats are eaid to have 
vibrated so much as to loose the filling in the teeth 
of ao inspecting officer. Ina recent number of Le 
Yacht M. Normand, the weil known torpeao 
builder, shows how he expects to be able to fualily 
overcome this defect of vibration in torpedo boats, 

AT a recent meeting of the Edinburgh Royal So- 
ciety, the Prince of Monaco gave an account of the 
pew yacht which he has had fitted out for the study 
of tbe sea, provided witb an electric search light of 
10,000 caudie power for illuminating the surtace of 
the sea When investigations are being carried on at 
night. Soundings can be made to adepth of 38,000 
metres without much difficulty. He also gave an ac- 
count of bis study of ocean currents by letting loose 
1,700 floaty, some of which travelied between the 
AZores an@ the Bermuaas io 18 mvnths. 

THE memorandum of the trip of the whale shaped 
steum barge Wetmore acrosstbe Atiantic received 
at the office of tne Amerivan Steel Barge Co., West 
Superior, says: “in steamiag 384 hours from Mon- 
treal to Liver 1 used 266 tons of coal; distance rua, 
3,032 knots.

Ir is reported tbat tbe British Admiralty proposes 
to encourage the study of languages by offering 
extra pay to Officers qualified to act as interpreters. 

THe Austrian paval authorities have offered a 
prize of 100 ducats for the best plan for a torpedo- 
cruiser, the second and third in merit to receive 
and 20 ducats respectively. The plans are to be sent 
in by Nov. 15. 

THERE are five Japanese men. of-war on the stocks 
at foreign and Japanese shipbuilding yards, while 
three torpedo-boats have been ordered from France, 
and 18 are in course of construction at the national 
dockyards at Kobe. 


Tue French war ship Naiade, fiying the flag of 
Rear Admiral the Cavalier de Cuverville, arrived in 
New York Harbor on Thursday. The usual courte 
sies were interchanged with Fort Columbus and 
Governor’s Island. 


BRITISH Daval officers are indignant over a pub- 
lished report that to prevent a serious mutiny 
among the crews of the vessels lying at Spithead it 
was found necessary to revoke an order stoppin 
their leave while awaiting the arrival of the Frenc 
squadron. 


In his annnal report upon the condition of the 
French Navy, M. Barclay, Minister of the Marine, 
insists on the necessity of building annually eight 
new ships. to replace eighty which are destined to 
disappear within the next ten — He expects to 
neve aw additional torpedo-boats ready in a few 
months. 


A board consisting of Prof. Wm. Harkness, Civil 
Engineers C. C. Wolcott and U. 8. G. White, Car- 
penter Joseph B. Carpenter, and Mr. Don- 
nell architect, bave been appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy to make an appraise- 
ment of the value of the work done on the 
pew naval observatory, by the contractors who 
recently abandoned the contract when within one- 
twenty-fourth of completion. 

THE Chilian armorclad being constructed in 
France, the Capitan Prat, Captain Lopez, has begun 
her trials at La Seyne, and ber armament is to he 
pushed forward actively. She is a vessel of 7,000 
tons, her length is 328 ft., her beam 60 ft. 6 in., and 
her mean draught 25 ft., and her engines will bave 
12,000 horse-power. She will be the most powerful 
vessel of the Chilian fleet, for the Almirante Coch 
rane (of the same type as the Blanco Encalada) bas 
a displacement of 3,500 tons only, while the Prest 
dente Errazuriz and the Presidente Pinto, of which 
we have beard so much recently, are merely pro- 
ge a of 2,080 tons displacement and 268 ft. 
Sin. length. 


A general court martial order announcing tbe 
proceedings, findings and action of the reviewing 
authoritv in the case of Ensign Wm. 8. Clarke, will 
be issued from the Navy Department in a few days. 
Ensigo Clarke was tried in Chili several months 
ago on these charges: Absence from his station 
and duty witbout leave, drunkenness and scandal- 
ous conduct to the fe epee of good order and 
discipline. He was found guilty of each charge 
and sentenced to dismissal. The following is the 
action of the ae “The sentence in the fore- 
going case is confirmed, but unon the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy that clemency be 
exercised in this case, the sentence is mitigated to 
suspension from rank and duty on furlough pay 
for two years, and to retain his present number in 
his grade during that time.” 


A NEW Russian war vessel of 8,880 tons is being 
constructed at St. Petersburg in the New Admiralty 
Dockyard. The ship will measure 351 feet 10 inches 
from stem to stern, and will have a beam of 68 feet. 
Sbe is to have two ironclad barbette turrets, each 
provided with two 12-inch guns, and six 6-inch guns 
will be mounted in battery on the bridge. In addi- 
tion the new vessel will carry twelve 47 and four 37- 
millimetre Hotchkiss quick-firing guns and two 
Baranoffsky guns. Two of her masts will be shell 
protected and will have fighting tops for quick- 
firing euns and electric lights. The encines will be 
of 8,500 indicated horse-power, with six large boil- 
ers, besides smaller ones. She isto havea guaranteed 
average speed of sixteen knots. The engines and 
material of which she is being constructed will all 
be of Russian origin and make. 


THE experiment on the Monterey with coil boil- 
ers is expected to throw light on the question of 
durability. With the prospect that they may be 
depended on fora useful work life of nine or ten 
years, if given intelligent care and treatment, the 
will soon displace the cylindrical boilers with their 
thick shells. The London Spectator bas some severe 
strictures upon the Admiralty for not adopting the 
coil boiler which is used in other pavies. It de- 
clares that the new fleet of English ships is practi- 
cally a failure because of the order forbidding the 
use of forced draft, with the inevitable result that 
the speeds of the ships are from tbree to four knots 
less than they were intended to be. The Spectator 
Says that this failure results not because the ship 
designs were bad, but because the old type of boiler 
was kept to do new work that was beyond its power. 
it has had just enough changes made in it to ruin 
whatever merit it bas had for natural draft, with- 
out adapting it to forced draft. Tbe bundred foot 
smoke pipe of the Blake, the Spectator calls a make- 
shift, and states that it is commonly reported that 
the Blake, instead of developing 20,000 horse power, 
a8 expected, will pot give more than 13,000, witha 
speed of 19 knots instead of 22, as designed. The 
Spectator lays great stress on the importance of fit- 
ung water tube boilers to all ships, and, in this con- 
Rection, quotes from the report of Engr.-in-Chief 

elville for 1890, in which he gives the report of the 
board which tested the Ward and the Cowles boil-

minds of our naval engineers as to the efficiency of 
the coil boilers as steam generators, their greater 
safety from disastrous explosion, their lower cost 
and the ease with which they can be repaired; but 
there is, as yet, considerable doubt as to their du- 
rability under the conditions of service on board 
large war vessels, where the boilers must of neces- 
sity be in the hold, where all the conditions are un- 
favorable to durability. As the corrosion is pro- 
porcioned to the extent of surface it is more de- 
structive to thin boilers which may be made unsafe 
by an amount of corrosion that would not affect a 
thick boiler.

THE NAVY DEPARTMENT EXPLAINS. 


SECRETARY TRACY on the 15th of September gave 
to the press a statement explaining the policy of 
the Navy Department as to strengthening our naval 
forces in Chinese waters. [t has been so extensively 
published, and contains so much that has already 
appeared here, that it is sufficient for us to givea 
condensation of its contents. The history of the 
changes in the Asiatic station since the present Ad- 
ministration came into office, March 4, 1889, is frst

We 
have two of these of about 1,000 tons each, designed 
for this service, well on their way toward comple- 
tion. If, bowever, American missions and Ameri- 
can citizens in China are to rely + ~y a for 
their protection rather than upon the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, our fleet in these waters must be very 
largely increased.”

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NEW DRILL FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


THE Army has cause to rejoice. The new dril 
regulations for the cavalry, artillery and infantry 
after, lo! these many months, have finally and for- 
mally received the approval of the Secretary of War 
and Commanding General of the Army. They are 
now with the Government Printer, who has been re- 
quested to use all possible despatch in their publi- 
cation. They will be distributed to the Army with- 
in the next two months and will be put into general 
and practical use to replace the old not later than 
Jan. 1. They were approved in exactly the same 
shape as prepared by the Tactical Board. A number 
of changes had been suggested in the infantry fea- 
ture by General Ruger, but General Schofield de- 
cided not to adopt them. 

The Navy is a little in advance of the Army in 
this matter of a revision of the drill. The new in- 
structions for infantry and artillery for the Navy 
have been printed andjneatly bound in convenient 
form and are now being issued to the naval service 
and naval militia by the Bureau of Navigation. 
These instructions were prepared under the direc- 
tion of the Bureau of Navigation by Commander 
O. M. Thomas, Lieutenant C. E. Colahan, Lieuten- 
ant W. F. Fullam, Ensign F. J. Haeseler, U. 8S. N., 


~'T and 1st Lieutenant L. W. V. Kennon, U. S. A. The 


most important part of the new drill is the chapter 
on extended order, giving the most practical drill 
for battle formation, attack and defence. The new 
regulations are closely assimilated to those of the 
Army. The Army titles are, of course, abolished, 
and ‘‘ chief of battalion,” ‘‘ chief of company ” and 
‘chief of section ’’ adopted in lieu thereof. Other 
changes in nomenclature are ist petty officer, 2d 
petty officer, 3d petty officer and 4th petty officer, 
in place of sergeants, and chief petty officer instead 
of sergeant-major. 

The unit of organization is called a section and is 
composed of sixteen men and two petty officers. 
Two sections form a company of infantry and 
platoon of artillery and all sections aboard ship are 
directed to drill as infantry and artillery. A peculi- 
arity in the manual of arms is that of ‘‘ order” in- 
stead of “carry,” as formerly. All movements in 





the manual can be performed from the order and 
this position is always observed when the company 
is at on order. The setting-up drill and bayonet 
exercises were prepared by Professor A. J. Cor- 
besier, swordmaster of the Naval Academy. The 
excellent instructions for mancuvring troops in 
street riots was prepared by Lieutenant Wm. Ful- 
lam. The infantry drill was practically prepared 
by Lieutenant Kennon and is mostly taken from the 
unpublished new drill just submitted by the Army 
Tactical Board. The main credit for the artillery 
drill is due to Lieutenant O. E. Colahan, and the 
revision and editing of the whole to Commander 
OC. M. Thomas, who has labored early and late to 
secure the early publication of the book. 








THE always critical Saturday Review thinks that 
some of the effusive comments made on the visit of 
the French squadron to Portsmouth are of a charac- 
ter to invite derisive criticism. At the same time it 
brings its pail of softsoap with the rest. It says 
for example: ‘‘The French Navy of the last cen- 
tury had an admirable corps of officers and an admin- 
istration often more vigorous and intelligent than 
ourown. The great revolutionary outbreak was 
exceptionally fatal to the French Navy, which, 
being a more artificial force than the Army, and 
one only to be made efficient by a longer and a 
more thorough system of training, never recovered 
from the anarchy of 1793. The old corps of 
French naval officers, being exclusively nobles, 
were an especial object of Jacobin hostility. Im- 
provised fleets, or fleets which had only been prac- 
ticed in harbor and on hurried cruises, were utterly 
overmatched by the English fleet at the very height 
of its efficiency and self-confidence. It was the 
misfortune of the French and our great good luck 
that Nelson fully realized how much might safely 
be dared against a force which had been demor- 
alized by revolution, and had never been able to 
make head against an overwhelming material and 
moral superiority. The French Navy of to-day is 
more like the force commanded by M. Desherbiers 
de L’Etenduére or M. de Guichen than the squad. 
rons of La Touche Tréville or Villeneuve. In 
Hawke’s phrase, it always did take a greal deal of 
drubbing, and to-day it would take a great deal 
more than it did in the Napoleonic wars.” It fur- 
ther says: ‘*Between the English and French 
navies, on the other hand, there never can be (on 
our side, at least) any but such good feelings as 
there should be between two bodies whose business 
it is heartily to punch each other’s heads or heartily 
to shake each other’s hands.” 





DESERTION statistics for the year ending Aug. 81, 
just compiled in the Adjutant General’s Office, 
show that only six per cent. of the average strength 
deserted during the year, the total number being 
1,447 out of an average strength of 24,317. For 
the corresponding period of 1890 the desertions 
were 2,182 out of an average strength of 25,879 or 
8.5 per cent., and for 1889 the per centage was 11.1, 
the total number of desertions being 2,824 out of 
25,812 average strength. 








THE ‘‘slush fund,” an old time arrangement at 
some of our military posts, often frowned upon by 
the superior military authorities, has, at last, re- 
ceived its death warrant. General Orders 78 for- 
bids ‘‘ projects whereby thoney will accrue,” unless 
under specific authority, etc. Well, the slush fund 
came in handy many and many a time, but it can- 
not be denied that its existence in some cases has 
proved exceedingly disastrous. 





COMPANY COMMANDERS are doubtless feeling a lit- 
tle relieved this week, for the second lieutenants 
who were graduated from the Military Academy 
this year are just about due for duty. An exami- 
nation of the several Department rosters shows 
quite a paucity of lieutenants for company duty. 








THERE has been issued from the A. G. O. a very 
handy ‘ Ohronological list of Actions, etc., with 
Indians, from Jan. 1, 1866, to January, 1891.”

coal regions by the Lebigh Valley and other rail- 
roads, various roads and their connections afford- 
ing ample facilities for the cheap transportation of 
fuel and ores to the works, and convenient outlets 
for the distribution of the varied products. 

At the present time the works consist of offices, 
boiler houses, blast furnaces, puddle mill, merchant 
steel mill, Bessemer department, department of 
construction and repairs, ordnance and armor plate 
department, laboratories, mines, quarries, etc. 

The buildings have been erected from desigus 
made at South Bethlehem. They are of hard gray 
sandstone from adjacent quarries. and brick, and 














the roofs, covering about 22 acres, are of slate from 
the vicinity. 

The company’s property covers an extent of about 
one and one-quarter miles in length by one-quarter 
of a mile wide, of which over eighteen acres are un- 
_ cover, and represents in value about $16,000,- 

The completion of the Bethlehem works marks 
ao important epoch in the history of modern ord- 
nance in the United States. With a casting capac- 
ity for ingots of 100 tons, flaid compression plant, a 
steam hammer of 125 tons (falling weight), the most 
powerful bydraulic forging presses ever constructed, 
,and tools of the most approved and advanced type 
.for shaping and finishing, the country is now nearer 
being in an independent posit ion as regards the 
supply of war material than it evar was before. 

Seven large blast furnaces, ranging 
from 61 feet to 65 feet in height and 
8 feet 6 inches to 10 ft. hearth, are 
in full operation, and have a total 
?nnual capacity of 160,000 tons. These 
furnaces are widely known for their 
excellent Bessemer iron. The fuel used 
in smelting is anthracite coal from 
the upper Lehigb region with a mixture 
of Cornellsville coke. A choice variety 
of hematite and magnetic ores from 
the most celebrated mines at home 
and abroad allows of an excellent pig 
for making Bessemer and open hearth 
steel of a superior quality. 

The engine house is a massive 
stone building, 60x327 ft. in size, con- 
taining seven horizontal blowing en- 
gines, five compound and tiree single. 
The blowing engines of the horizontal 
compound type work at a high speed 
and under high pressure of blast with 
a degree of smoothoess and noiseless- 
ness that is rarely observed jn a blow- 
ing engine. A strong feature in these 
engines, and one pow generally rec- 
ognized . by blast-furuace engineers, 
is their capacity of blowing as bigh a 
pressure as 20 pounds of air, this pres- 
sure sometimes being necessary to save 
the furnace and obviate expensive de- 
lays. 

The newest furnaces are provided 
each with three Whitwell fire brick re- 
generative stoves, which give excellent 
economical results. These stoves are 
20 ft. exterior diameter and 60 ft. 
high. There are three mills connected 
with the establishment. The puddle 
mill containing three double double, 
four double and one single puddling 
furnace with boilers over furnaces is 
now used for the production of muck- 
bar exceedingly low in phosphorus, 
which is utilized for remelting at the 
open-hearth farnaces for the production 
= of the high quality of steel necessary 
for ordnance and shafting work. A merchant steel 
mill is used for the rolling of smaller sections of 
rails and special grades of Bessemer steel into bil- 
lets, which are sold to manufacturers for the pro- 
duction of merchant bar, wire rods, axles, etc. The 
iron sbapes used in the construction of the works 
were also rolled in tbis mill. 

The steel mill, or what is known as the Bessemer 
Department, is a large and massive structure, 1,512 
feet long, 111 feet wide and 29 feet high. . It has 
numerous and uniform arched openings in its sides, 
and an iron and slate roof with a continuous lan- 
tern. In the western portion of the building is lo- 
cated the converting department, consisting of four 
7-ton vessels, the output of which is 4,000 tons of 
ingots per week of eleven shifts, or 225,000 tons 
per annum. Inthe upper transept is located the 
Bessemer blowing macbinery, capable of furnishing 
a blast pressure of 40 Ibs. of air, and two large 
Worthington pumps, capable of supplying a water 
pressure of 300 pounds to the sq. iu. for the opera- 
tion of cranes, hoists, etc. , i 

Near by is the ladle-house, well equipped with 
short tracks and turn-tables. The freshly lined 
ladles are placed on cars and run into position on 
these tracks; when in position a@ Cap is lowered, 
forming a combustion chamber of the adle, and a 
stream of gas and air, in regulated proportions, ad- 
mitted through the centre of the cap, causes more 
rapid drying and hotter ladles than could be ob- 
tained by the old method of building fires in them. 
The number of ladies required is considerably re- 
duced by this method. — : : 

A vessel-bottom repair shop is located in the 
upper end of the mill, and on the south side, and 
adjoining the mill, has been erected a brick foundry 
for the manufacture of ingot moulds, the consump- 
tion being trom six to eight per day. In the main 
portion of the mill are six Siemens rebeating fur- 
naces, equipped with bydraulic cranes for charging 
and drawing the ingots. Between these furnaces 
and under command of the bydraulic cranes run 
two narrow-gauge tracks, one running to the cast- 
ing pits, the other to the blgwing train. There are 
two blowing mills, two engines, and three sets of 
rolls. From the blowing mull the ingot passes to 
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steam hammers, 1s cut into rail-blooms and charged 
into the rail mill heating furnaces. These furnaces 
(four in number) are similar in construction to the 
blowing mill furnace, varying only in size. The 
rail mill consists of thiee sets of rolls, 24 inches, 3 
high. A new 28-inch mill rolls heavy sections and 
long lengths. This train is driven by three high- 
speed compound engines on one shaft, capable of an 
aggregate power of 8.000 horses. The necessary 
tables are of novel design, and are worked auto- 
matically by water or air. In the beating furnaces 
of this department a gas made from crude petro- 
leum oul is used for fuel at the present time, instead 
of coalgas made in Siemens producers, as was orig- 
inally the case. 

A department of construction and repair, located 
within the works, includes pattern, foundry, ma- 
chine and smith shops. 

The largest, most important and interesting di- 
vision of the establishment is the ordnance and 
armor plate department, which is now completed 
and in active operation. 

Within this department are included gas produ- 
cers, open bearth furnaces, fluid compression appa- 
ratus, soaking pits, hydraulic forging presses, plate 
rolling mill, crucible furnaces, hydraulic and pneu- 
matic cranes, a 125-ton single-acting steam hammer, 
bending press, oil treating and annealing shops, and 
machine shop. 

The Open-Hearth Furnaces have a capacity for 
casting ingots of 100 tons. 

The Hydraulic Forging Presses are capable of 
producing the largest forgings required for ships of 
any tonnage tbus far desigued, and for guns of the 
largest calibre now in existence. A specialty will 
be made of hollow forgings of large dimensions. 

The Plate Rolling Mill is capable of supplying all 
probable aemands tor rolled plates of every descrip- 
tion. 

The Pneumatic and Hydraulic Cranes bave a 
capacity of from 25 to 250 tons. 

The building containing the open-hearth furnaces, 
forging presses, fluid compression apparatus, and 
plate mill is 1,155 ft. long by 111 ft. wide, with 
transept and annexes for engines, gas producers, 
etc. 

The Oil treating and Annealing Shops are con- 
veniently arranged for economical treatment of 
heavy gun and other forgings, and of armor plates. 

The Machine Shop contains lathes, planets, bor- 
ing mulls, slotters, drilling machines, shapers, etc. 
Among these area planer in which 13 ft. by 13 ft. 
by 50 ft. 10 in. can be planed; 10 ft. face plate 
lathe; boring mills of the most recent design, and 
some of the most powerful lathes in existence. The 
building is 641 ft. in length by 116 ft. in width. 

The travelling cranes are of the pneumatic type, 
60 ft. span, and from 25 to 200 tons capacity. 

The shops are well lighted by electricity, and the 
entire plant supplied with efficient rail communica- 
tion and adequate rolling siock. 

The casting and forging presses were manufac 
tured by Sir Joseph Whitworth and Co., of Man- 
chester, England, and designed by Mr. Gledhill, 
Managing Director of that firm; the heavy tools 
were constructed from designs by Mr. Gledhill and 
Mr. Fritz;-and all erected under the latter’s direc- 
tion. 

In the designing and erection of the hamnur 
plant for making armor plates, the plans ol 
Schneider and Co., and Creusot, France, were con- 
sulted and followed as far as they met the condi- 
tions of construction already adopted. 

The bammer which has jast been erected is the 
largest ever built, not excepting that of Schneider 
and Co., of Le Creusot, France, which has a 100- 
ton capacity. It was designed by John Fritz, super- 
intendent tor the company. The hammer stands 
some 60 ft. high, and coversa flor surface 42 ft. 
square, and is of the usual A frame construction. 
The steam cylinder is 6 ft. 6 in. in diameter, and 
has a stroke of 16 ft.6in: The total weight of 
piston, piston-rod, ram, and die sums up to 125 tons. 
The foundations for the hammer and anvil are in- 
dependent of each other, and the space between is 
filled in with crib work. The hammer foundations 
consist of a pair of heavy walls 30 ft. in height, laid 
parallel and north and south of the anvil founda- 
tion. These walls rest upon piles driven to rock 
bottom. Between the walls and upon piles closely 
driven to rock bottom is erected the anvil and its 
foundation. Tbe foundation consists of a timber 
framework, supporting several layers of iron and 
steel slabs, arranged 1n longitudinal and transverse 
layers, The anvil is made up of 22 solid cast 1ron 
blocks, averaging about 70 tons each in weight. The 
anvil block upon which the material is to be ham- 
mered is faced with steel, and measures 11 ft. in 
length, 6 ft. in width at bottom, 2 ft. in width at 
top, with adepth of 4 ft. 6in. The weight of the 
plates, etc., to be handled range between 20 and 
100 tons. 

The chemical and pbysical laboratories are very 
complete and contain Reble and Emery testing 
machines of 100,000 to 300,000 Ibs. capacity. 

So much for the equipment and capacity of this 
vast establishment. Now let us see what has been 
and is beiug done. THe company has already man- 


ufactured all of the beavy shafting of the cruisers 
Philadelphia, San Francisco and Newark, together 
with forgings for 4 inch. 6 inch, 8 incb, 10 inch and 


12 inch breechloadinug rifles, and is now engaged 
upon the shafting of the armored coast defence ves- 
sel Maine, and all the battle ships and latest heavy 
cruisers, apd 8 inch, 10 inch, 12 inch and 18 inch 
breechloading rifles both for the Army and Navy and 
of the armor of the barbette battleship Puritan, the 
double turretted monitors Amphitrite, Monadnock 
and Terror, the battleships Zewas and armored 
cruiser Maine. 

Its several contracts with the Navy Department 
aggregate over 7,000 tons of steel, about 2,000 tons 
being gun forgings and 5,000 tons armor plate and 
sbafting. The tests prescribed for aJl this material 
are severe in the extreme, but the company is meet- 
ing every requirement, the gun forgings being of 
superior quality and equal to the best in the world. 
The firm has delivered up tothis time under its 
contract with the Navy Department 51 forgings for 
6 inch guns (all of this calibre that have been or- 
dered), 18 of the 27 8-inch forgings, about a dozen 
of the 22 10-inch, and 3 of the 8 12-inch. It is now 
engaged upon the 12 13 inch forgings for the three 
battleships—the largest all-steel guns yet authorized 
by our Navy Department. 

No deliveries have yet been made of armor plate 
except. an experimental 11 inch plate, but there are 
several hundred tons about ready for shipment for 
the armored cruiser Maine and coast detence ves- 
sel Monterey. The plates ordered embrace some of 
the largest yet tnanufactured in any country. They 
vary in size somewhat as follows: 

20 ft. x 8 ft. x 12 inches thick. 
174 ft. x 6 ft. x 17 inches thick. 
114 ?t. x44 ft. x 6 inches thick. 

An experimental plate 6 ft. x 4 ft. 6in. x 114 
inches thick, the first of this thickness made by the 
Bethlehem O©o., was tried in January last and 
showed very high ballistic resistance. Three shots 
were fired at this plate with the same 6 inch gun 
that was employed in the celebrated comparative 
test of nickel, all-steel and compound armor had at 
Annapolis in September last. The Bethlehem plate 
compared favorably with the best of these. A fall 
description of the trial of this plate by Lieut. 
Jaques appears in the proceedings of the Iron and 
Steel Institute, just issued in pamphlet form. 

Including the contract jast made for finishing 25 
8inch, 50 10-inch and 25 12-inch guns, complete, 
the Bethlehem Co. is now engaged upon work for 
the Army aggregatirg over five and a half million 
dollars in value. Under the first contract for finish- 
ing 28 sets forgings for 8-inch guns, 23 sets for 10 
inch and 15 sets for 12 inch guns, 19 of the first 
Damed calibre and one each of 10 and 12 inch have 
been delivered. The Company is making other 
forgings for the Army as follows: 1 set forgings for 
Woodbridge wire gun; 1 set forgings for 12 inch 
B. L. R. mortar; 1 set for 3.2 inch B. L. R. (Driggs- 
Schroeder); 10 sets for 5 inch siege guns; 1 set for 
3.2 inch gun (Gerdon mechanism); 16 sets for 3.6 
B. L. R. mortars; 1 set for 8 inch Haskell multi- 
charge gun; 24 experimental deck piercing steel 
projectiles for 12 inch B. L. mortars; 4 forgings for 
7 inch shell bodies for firing high explosives, and 4 
armor plates for testing armor piercieg projectiles. 

In addition to the war material (including hollow 
and other forgings for shafting, guas, armor, 
sh elds and conning towers), special and miscellane- 
ous forgings, the works have an output of some 
250 000 tons of rails, blooms and billets and miscel- 
iaueous work under a personnel of about 3,500. 








A YEAR’S NAVAL PROGRESS. 


THE annual,report of **the Year’s Naval Pro- 
gress,” published by the Office of Naval Intelli- 
gence, is received with as much interest abroad as 
in this country and especiully in Eagland, where 
the work of our naval officers is the subject of ad- 
miration not unmixed with envy. 

The volume just published, July, 1891, is a bulky 
octavo of 491 pages, containing notes on ships and 
torpedo boats, by Lieut. Chas. E. Fox; on macbin- 
ery for U. S. vessels, by Asst. Eagr. W. H. Allder- 
dive; on ordnance and the armor question in 1891, 
by Lieut, W. H. H. Southerland; on electricity on 
shipboard, by Lieut. Hamilton Hutebius; the naval 
mapceuvres of 1890 and the Coast aeleuve systems of 
Kurope, by Lieut. Chas. (. Rogers; on service bigh 
explosiver, by Kaovigu Edw. Simpson; a history of 
the developmeut of the torpedu Veesels, by Lieut. 
Ridgely Huot, and on the systems of promution in 
European pavier, by Lieut. A. F. Fevuteler. Con 
cludiug we bave a@ list Of standard works oo profes- 
sional subjects, prepared by Liweat. G. W. Meutz, aad 
the inde xX to the voiume. Lf our Ufhive of Nava: Lo- 
telligenve served no other purpose, it would well 
repay its Gost in the increased stigiuius it gives to 
the study of protessiopal questions vy the younger 
officers of the Navy. ‘'nese monographs show toat 
they bave entered with Zeal aud eutnusiasm upon 
their work aod bave derived great advautaze from 
the readiug that makes the full mau, and tue writ- 
ing that gives bim command of bis accumula- 
lions. 

Much of the information contained in this annual 
Publication bas appesres in Condensed statemeuts 
in (be ARMY AND NaVY JOURNAL, aod its presenuta- 
tion in & More Compicle lorw, Aud 1D a shape mak- 
ing it more available tor referenve, supplements toe 
work we bave done ID part. 

Tue iuteres'ing experiments with submarine tor- 
pedo boats are bere recorded, and We are loid that 
botbing defiuite coucerbiug tbem bas been deter- 





mined, Toe Freocn boat, Gymnote, crossed a line of 
torpedo boats watcbiug for uer eutranee to tae har- 





bor of Toulon, came up two milesand a half beyona 
them, before she was discovered, and in returning 
ran directly beneath one of the boats, being seen 
only for an instant and not distinctly enough to be 
pursued. In Spain Lieut. Peral bas been authorized 
to build a larger boat, though it bas been officially 
determined that his invention involves no new prin- 
ciples and does not fulfill the promise’ conditions, 
The Plongeur, invented in Portugal by Senor Fontes 
Pereira de Meilo, has not yet been reported upon, 

The torpedo boats, though able to go to sea, are 
not properly sea keeping. Life on board such smal! 
craft is unendurable even in moderately rough 
weather and the personnel become demoralized by 
the discomfort incident to cramped accommoda- 
tione and incessant motion. Yet a crew having a 
perfect mastery of itself is essential to the success 
of a torpedo attack. In the torpedo vessel ranging 
between 300 and 1,000 tons displacement a great de- 
velopment has taken place since the Germans in 1876 
opened the way with the Zieten of 975 tons. 

Under the “notes on macbinery,” a report is given 
of satisfactory trials of liquid fuel, and of successful 
experiments with the new Marque propeller, which 
admits the speed of the vessel to be regulated from 
the bridge without signaling to the engine-room 
simply by changing the pitch, and of reversing the 
driviog action of the propeller, without reversing 
the engines. The biades of the propeller are fia’. 
The interval between full speed and a dead stop is 
reduced 75 per cent., or to 291¢ seconds. The French 
Government has decided to trv tne Marque pro- 
peiler on the small gunboat Laborieuz, of 800 H. P , 
at Brest. 

Toe failure of another English 110 ton gun em- 
phasizes the fact that the day of monster guns for 
use on shipboard have passed. Tne largest guos now 
koown to bein course of construction are of 13}<- 
inch calibre, weighing 67 tops. Tne Canet 12 6-inen, 
65-ton B. L. rifle, constructed for the Japanese Navy, 
has successfuliy passed througb an unusually severe 
proof trial. Toe valuable results of Grusou’s Tan- 
xerbliltte experiments with rapid-fire guus—the 
most complete yet uudertaken—are here reported, 
and other trials of r. f. guns. Armor-pierciog cali- 
bres of r. f. guns have reached 4 maximum range of 
9 miles, and a 9.2-inch b. |. rifics, 124¢ miles. Krupp’s 
protective-deck experiments, the development of 
the new Enagiish magazine rifles, the late practical 
developments in torpedo wartare and practica! tests 
of cellulose are among the subjects reported upon. 

In the Argentine Repubi.c'’s protected cruiser 
25 ae Mayo ammunition is served to rapid-fire guns 
by an evdiess leather band, furnished at intervale 
with books, reaching from the bandling-room of the 
magazine to the main deck, and stretched over 
drums at topand bottom. Une of these drums is 
rotated by a wincb-bandle, and one or two men can 
send up & continuous stream of ammunition. 

The progress 1n the use of high explosives is shown 
by the fact that Austria has adopted ecrasite for ber 
army, England, France, ltaly, Russiaand the United 
States use gun-cotton (wet) for submarinoe mines, 
and Russia and Germany use it for shells. France 
uses welivite for shelis; Eagland and Ltaly are ex- 
perimepting with lyddite. Sweden has adopted 
belle as an explosive for military and submarine 
purposes. 

Lieut. Hutchins in his paper informs us that there 
is a steadily increasing demand for electric monitors 
on board ship to supersede steam engines, and for 
incandescent lighting, as not only conducive to 
beaith and comfort, but permitting work by nighbr 
in otherwise inaccegsibie parts of the snip. The de- 
velopment of storage batteries and searcen lights are 
other subjects to which special attention is called. 
Tne metoods for utilizing electricity on board ship 
are DUMerous and still increasing. 

The unsatisfactory resuits of the British Naval 
Matceuvres of last year arereported. ‘‘ The two 
fleets were never within 390 miles of each other, and 
at the conclusion of hostilities were 1,700 miles 
apart.” The French mapceuvres were mure suc- 
oessful. The enemy were s:igbted and an enpgage- 
meut resulted. The baittlesnips and cruisers be- 
baved well at sea, but the torpedo vessels were a 
source of apxiety, and a hindrance ‘rather thao a 
help. Toe idea gains ground that the vaiue of the 
torpedo, except fur coast defenve, bas been greatly 
exuggerated. The macninery of the swift torpedo 
boats is so complicated that they should be kept 
always in Commission for the instruction of the offi- 
cers. Tne average speed of the Dattiesbips was but 
eigbt Knots. lo the Germau Mauceuvres it was 
shown toat a few hundred wen, well cuvered by rifle 
pits, Whose position could not be wade out oy an 
enemy by firing at the proper moment, could wake 
It lM possibie tor boats’ crews to laad and tae fire of 
the sbips could not nelp the boats. 

in the discussion of “the armor question in 1891,’ 
the recent triumphs of nickel-stvel p ates are re- 
corded, and we are told that “tne improvement in 
woe quality aud in the maoufacture of projectiles 
bas veen relatively much greater than io tnat of 
plates, aod a. p. projectiles are bow prouuced, waich, 
so lar us COMpound aod steel plates are couverued, 
cap, from their perfection of quality, tuuzbaoess, 
and temper, be fauly denominated as unbreakable 
aud undeformabie.”’ 

The article oa coast-defence systems presents an 
array of tacts to shuw that the cOast-delence sys- 
tems of Europe are purely oeval in orgapnizativo, 
administration, and control, or are rapidiy becom 
lug so.

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THE BAIRD EVAPORATOR. 


Tue object of this machine is not only to make 
drinking water for the crews of ships, but to replen- 
ish the fresh water lost by leaky boilers, condens- 
ers, pumps and pipes, and the loss by vents such as 
the steam whistle and smal! exhausts. In the early 
days of steam, wheu jet condensers were used and 
low pressures employed, the simplest form of “dis 
tiller” was utilized, and, by storing sufficient water 
in the tanks, it became sufficiently oxidized to be 
potable in a few days. With the advance in pressure 
and the introduction of surface condensers, the oils 
used in the cylinders found their way into the boil- 
ers and finally appeared in the distilied water. Mr. 
Baird then produced, after much experiment, a 
device for first aerating the steam, and thus oxidiz- 
ing the organic matter in it before its condensation, 
and then a filter for removing the oxides. The air 
also bad the property of making the water “sharp.” 
But tbe further advance of steam pressures effected 
a deetructive distillation of the vegetable and ani 
mal oils, and this led to the manufacture of mineral 
cylinder oils which were ruinous to the water for 
distilling. This is what ied to the invention of the 
evaporator, which is pow found essential to vessels 
making long voyages atsea. Briefiv, the evapora- 
tor is a fireless iler; the furnace is but a nest of 
coils filled with steam from the boiler, the heat of 
which vaporizes clean sea water which covers these 
coils. 

The steam from this clean sea water contains pone 
of the organiv matter above referred to, and when 
condensed yields pure water. The water condensed 
inside the evaporator cvils is returned to the boiler, 
and though the heat of the boiler is utilized in this 
distillation, the bviler is not robbed of any of its 
water. 

The evaporator requires to be fed and blown just 
asthe boilers were formerly fed and blown, but 
when the evaporator discharges its steam into the 
condeneer, where tbere is, say, 26 inches of vacuum, 
the vaporization takes place at a temperature of 
only about 153 degrees, or below that where much 
scaleis previpitated ; on some vessels—the Mon- 
terey, for example—an air pump is provided for the 
distiller, so that the evaporator will work at low 
temperature, no matter whether it be making drink- 
ing water or feed water. Un board most ships, how- 
ever, the evaporator works on & pressure when dis- 
tilling drinking water. 

To accommodate the form of the machine to

Gove the capacity of this No.1 Evaporator and a

The No.3 type A machines for the Maine, which 
were to make 2.500 gallons daily, were tested on 
Sept. 14, 1891, by a Board, of which Chief Engr.

The ships of the Navy, the Revenue Marine, 
Light House Establisoment; the ships of the Paci- 
fic Mail 8S. S. Co, the Mallory, Ward and Red D lines, 
and mapy steam yachts, are using the evaporators. 
It bas been successfully imitated in Europe, and is 
being thus manufactured and sold in England, 
France and Italy. 
The Baird distilling apparatus, which goes with

Distilled water is constant in its purity, in its 
quality; no matter where a ship may cruise, no 
matter what infectious port she enters, no disease 
can come on board in the water, no zymodic trou- 
ble can occur which so frequently otherwise bap. 
Pens from a change of water. 
The distiller bas long since been considered an in- 
herent part of a war vessel, and statistics show that, 
since its introduction, diarrhes, dysentery and 
zymodic complaints have diminished more toan 50 
per —~ rae and cholera has almost entirely disap- 
peared.

THE GRAND REVIEW AT BERLIN. 
BERLIN, Sept. 2. 


THE annual fall review by the Emperor of the 
Prussian Corps of Guards is a magoilficent military 
spectacle, especially so when favored, as was tne 
case this year, by the most propitious weatber for 
troops and spectators alike. The entire army corps, 
which is composed in tbe maiu of the troops in gar- 
rison in and about Berlin, yg and Spandau 
hed been concentrated or the parade, and 
the streets of the capital were early in the 
day filled with moving columns of all artas 
marecbiog toward tbat erand drill ground 
the famous Tempelbof field, a grassy plain 
of several hundred acres, which is maintained by 
the Government asa drill ground for the garrison 
of Berlin. 

The formation of the troops, which numbered 
about 25,000 mep, had been completed shortly before 
9a.M. Tueforce consisted of 38 batiations of foot 
troops (including the chief cadgt scboo), non-com. 
officers’ scboo!, battalion of iastruction. foot artil- 
lery, pioneers and 2 :ailroad regiments), 8 regiments 
of cavalry, 2 regiments (18 hgbt batteries) of field 
artlilery and one train battalion, and was divided 
into two divisions (5 brigades) of in favtry, one divis- 
lon (4 brigades) 01 cavalry and ove brigade of artil- 
iery and train.

As each brigade was 
reached the prescribed honors were rendered and 
the men shouted in unison as they came toa pre- 
sent arms, “Good morning, your Majesty." 

Upon the completion of the standing review, the 
Eom peror baving taken bis post, the marcb past be- 
gan. In the well known stiff parade step battalion 
after battalion passed the imperial reviewing party 
ubtil their long contioned monotonous tread grew 
wearisome. * arms” ne longer existing in the 
Prussian manual, the troops marched at a (left) 
shoulder in column of compacies at half distance. 
The company frontage, in double raok, averaged 50 
files. As the lst Regt. of Foot Guards, of which the 
Emperor is Bonorary colonel, approached, he left 
the reviewing stand and riding out to meet his regi- 
ment, placed himself ac its head and led it past the 
Empress, raising his sword io a graceful present. 
The alignments were from fair to good, the men 
being no longer required to ob-erve the touch of el- 
bow marched witb an easy, swinging gait atthe rate 
of about 118 steps to the minute. 

Then came the cavalry, a magnificent force of 
nearly 4,000 horses. Resplendent in showy uniforms, 
with weil matcbed borses and mounted mental 
bands, they formed a grand spectacle. All the regi- 
ments were armed with the lance. Two regiments 
of cuirassiers in shining cuirass and sceel helmetg, 
surmounted by gilt spread eagles, led the way, their 
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able contrast. Three regiments of Unians in the 
familiar bandsome uniforms, two of Dragoons in 
light blue, and one of Hussars in scarlet, comprised 
the remainder of the cavalry. They likewise passed 
in column of troops (escadrons) and at atrot. The 
aligoments were simply perfect, and trot they did! 
Net a single horse in the entire force gallo ,» and 
the animals seemed almost to step in time with the 
music. After the cavairy came the artillery in col- 
umo of battenes (6 guns). There were twelve light 
aod six horse batteries, accompanied by two 
mounted bands. Horses, barness and guns—the car- 
riages painted a light blue—were in excellent con- 
dition, and the alignments admirable. The Train 
battalion of the Guard—tbree companies of twelve 
vehicles each, which latter included supply and mu- 
bition wagons and ambulavces—closed tpe column, 
whose march past occupied one hourand thirty 
minutes. 

A second time the troops were marched in review; 
this time in column of companies closed in mass. 
The solid appearance of the regiments in this for na- 
tion was the subject of general favorabie co n ment. 
Then the troops were dismissed and returned to bar- 
racks, The review had lasted from 9 a.m. till 1 
P. M., and during all this time the Emperorand Em- 
press, who bad travelled by rail all night aod hai 
Ouly reached Berlio at 8 A. M., sat mounted and in- 
terested spectators of the show. Many foreiga offi- 
cers rode in the suite of the Emperor, among them 
our military attache, Capt. Bingbam, Eagineers. 
The police arrangements in and about tne parade 
ground were simply perfect in detail. The benetit of 
military training vf a police force is clearly evi- 
dent, especially on an occasion of this wee. as 








DISCIPLINE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


The letter bearing the caption * Discipline,” in 
JourNAL of August 15, convinces us that there 
are mavuy reforms needed ia the Army, and 
the greatest one demanding attention is Pox Com- 
wanders. The present regime of the War D pt. is 
wholesome. but as yet has not touched toe root of 
all evil. Officers halos are waniog aod they are 
learniog that the days when they were feudal 
kinge are past, and that a commission is a public 
trust and that discip'ine means goverameat by law 
and reguiations. For twenty years it bas been 
known to allin the Army, exvept fresh 2d l'euten- 
ants, that no communication appealing from the 
actions of a commanding officer, cl»taed *‘* with 
discretion” to set up his own views in defiance of 
law and regulations would ever receive considera- 
tion on the merits of the case. Nay, the returning 
endorsement would appear as though the writer 
was stupid, for be generally pretends aot to uader- 
stand the question at issue and deci ies sume ir- 
reievant anu immaterial point in the letteria favor

of the commanding officer, without ever nocioing 
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the real question or subject of the letter. Boppy 
muecb of tbis practice lovgs to the past; but H. 
wants to go back to the good old days, when an officer 
eould strike bis own breast in rapture and proclaim 
himself Post Commander, above and beyond all 
law. Discipline meazve control, and control which 
cultivates a manly spirit of subordination founded 
on law and regulations, is discipline; the other kind 
is tyranny, which breeds sycophancy that “thrift 
may follow fawning.”’ We read and bear a great 
deal about the enlisted men being “‘on top,’ “ that 
officers can't do tbis «nd can’t do that,’ and all that 
kind of rot. The trutb is, there is suffivient power in 
the regulations and lawe, faithfully administered, 
for any commander to bring his command to the 
very top potch of efficiency and discipline. 

There is this difference now : there is less personal 
government and more true discipline than former- 
ly. Post commanders should be held toa stricter 
compliance with regulations than ever now. Ihave 
known so-called commanding officers who enforced 
the regulations when they wished to vent a dislike, 
and again ignore such paragraphs their own pecu- 
liar views did pot approve of. If one man, by acci- 
dent of rank, can make of bis post a little kingdom, 
to govern it to suit himself, what is to become of 
discipline, and where is the discipline if regulations 
a’ or may not be obeyed at discretion ? 

. takes exception to certain duties having been 
prescribed in regulations. It was a very wise thing, 
for |. remember, not longer than five years ago, 
when a commanding officer would say to a subor- 
dinate, “‘The regulations are made for you, sir, not 
for me,” and, to harass officers and to make them 
feel the power of the commanding officer, would 
order reveille at break of day in the summer, 3.30 
A.M. If any officer feels a degradation in obeying 
the letter and spirit of the Regulations, or regards 
that because he has more rank than some one else 
he should govern to suit himself, the sooner he 1e- 
signs the better. 

We bave afew suggestions, Mr. Editor, to offer in 
these days when everybody has turned the sword 
into a pen: 

lst, Every commanding officer who constantly, 
wilfully and deliberately neglects, ignores, or fails 
to strictly comply with regulations, be brought to 
trial. One oe would be enougb. An officer 
might as well drill bis own system of tactics as to 
rule in manner different from that exactly pre- 
scribed in Regulations. 

4 That the Army Regulations be amended to 
read: 

There shall be for foot troops company drill one bour 
every day except Saturday and Sunday ; battalion drills, at 

sts of more than two companies, at least twice a week, 
without suspending company drilis. Allextra and special 
duty men sball attend two company and two battalion 
drilisa week. Captains of companies shall report to De- 
partment Headquarters when any man of their compapy is 
excuse | from attending at least’ two company and two bat- 
talion drillsa week,and the Dept. Comdr. shall at once 
bring to trial the post commander.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The new Italian rifle is repurted to be quite 
unserviceable and experiments with the new Car- 
cano pattern are being carried on by a commission 
presided over by Gen. Recotte. 





The Spanish War Department has made experi- 
ments with not less than 60 different models of small 
calibre rifies,of which 10 bad beep selected for further 
trials. Wben a decision bas been arrived at the man- 
ufacture of the selected weapon will, it is proposed, 
be put in handat the establishment at Oviedo, but 
in order to prevent delay a considerable number of 
rifies will also be ordered abroad. 


The new explosive named fortis, pow being tested 
by 8 commission appointed by the Belgian Govern- 
ment, is considered to bave a force from 30 to 40 
per cent. over that porsessed by any other explos- 
ive known. Theresultsappear to have surpassed 
the expectations of the inventors themselves. A 
mine, 13 feet deep, was drilled in the solid rock and 
charged yith a relatively small quantity of fortis. 
lt detac a masa over 200 feet in height, breaking 
it up in pieces of 50 lbs. to 60 ibs. in weight, and pro- 
jected them to a distance of 350 yards, where they 
pearly smashed the house of the superintendent of 
the quarry. 


French tenders to the total amount of 23,000,000 
frances have been accepted for the construction of 
the iron cupolas required for the fortifications of 
Buebarest. The Creusot works receive orders for 
supplying large cupolas for two 15-centimetre guns 
and small cupolas for quics-firing guns to a total of 
9,000,000 francs. The works at Chatillon-Commer- 
try supply cupolas for two 15-centimetre guns, and 
those intended to contain a single 2l-centimetre 
bowitzer, at a total cost of 7,000,000 francs. The 
Saint-Chamond firm supply cupolas for one and two 
15 centimetre guns at an estimated cost of 7,000,000 
francs. In addition to these orders, 3,000,000 francs 
are to be spent in the purchase of Hotchkiss quick- 
firing guns. 

Attention is called to the fact that percussion 
shells have little effect atarangeof a mileand a 
balf, and with the .302 calibre magazine rifie it is 
possible to stand field artillery off that distance. 
The United Service Gazette says: ‘‘When an eleva- 
tion is given to the gun that results in the shell mis- 
sile falling almost vertically, its explosion simpiy 
causes asortof crater, a foot orsoin diameter, at 
the bottom of which its fragmentsremain. In- 
fantry officers claim that gunners are now placed 
on the borne of a dilemma—they must either con- 
tent themselves with tbeir present weapons and 
fight at ranges at which much of their utility would 
be lost, or to obtain longer range they must lengthen 
their gune, thus increasing weight and therefore 
sacrificing mobility.”

enormously costly Krupp gun can be made of prac- 
tically the same efficiency at less than balf the ex- 
pense and with a longer term of useful life. More- 
over, comparing the trials of the second with those 
of the first Canet 66 ton gun, it is reasonable to 
suppose that still better duties can be obtained, 
and doubtless will be obtained, with other guns-of 
oe same calibre now being made by M. Canet at 

avre. 


The Army and Navy Gazette says: “It seems 
that, atrer ail, Great Britain is to be tbe first coun- 
tryin the world which will possess a dynamite 
‘ torpedo thrower’ actually mounted in one of its 
fortresses, for we learn that the celebrated Victor- 
ian gunisto be brought from Shoeburyness and 
erected at Dale Point, in Milford Haven. The en- 
trance to the Haven is just two miles in width, and 
the pneumatic torpedo-tbrower bas an easy range 
of 4,000 yards, at which it can throw a series of 500- 
pound projectiles into rectangles a little larger thao 
an ordinary billiard table.” It gives details to show 
tbat this claim for accuracy is not exaggerated, and 
saysfurther: ‘‘ The extreme range of this weapon 
wus not, however, reached on either of the occasions 
alluded to above. It is believed that, with an eleva- 
tion of 40 degrees and a sub-calibre shell of 300 Ibs., 
from three to four miles would be easily attainable; 
but the accuracy at such a distance would not, of 
counse, be so striking. With the full-sized shell to 
hold 600 lbs. cf dynamite, the torpedo-thrower 
would still possess an available range over the full 
width of the entrance to Milford Haven, and it is 
assumed that this quantity of so violent an explos- 
ive, if detonated within 100 feet of a vessel’s sides or 
bottom, would inevitably occasion its destruction. 
There is a deeply rooted prejudice against the pneu- 
matic gun in the minds of these belonging to the 
depattment of the Director of Artillery at Pall 
Mall, which was only partially removed by the ex- 
traordinpary results obtained during practice with 
it at Shoeburyness. It is a matter for regret that 
the original projectors of this singular weapon 
should have gone out of their way in their endeavor 
to force it upon the United States Navy. It never 
was suitable for the armament of vessels, and never 
can be made so. Its vocation is clearly to dominate 
the waters of a well-known channel or anchorage, 
where every position is mapped out and the exact 
bearings of passing vessels can be ascertained to a 
nicety.”’ 


Reporting the results of the proof of the all steel 
armor of the Bethlehem Works, under the direction 
of Mr. W. H. Jaques, the Engineer says: ‘so far as 
can be judged from the above, the Bethlehem Co. 
may be cungratulated on the result of thetrial. The 
test is not nearly so severe asto perforation as at 
Anpapolis and Ochta. At Annapolis the calculated 
perforation with the 6in. Holtzer shot was 13 20 in. 
of iron, or 10.56 in. of steel, the plate being 10.5 in. 
thick—that is to say, the plate was slightly over- 
matched. At Ochta the last three rounds each bad 
a calculated perforation of 12 50in. of iron or 10.00 
in. of steel. Thus, the pte being 10 in. thick, was 
exactly matched. The Bethlehem plate, then, which 
was attacked by a shot with a perforation of 131 in. 
of iron, or 105 in. of steel, and which was 11.5 in. 
chick, was by no means matched as to perforation. 
On the other band, the shattering effect or shock 
per ton was forthe Annapolis competition 344 fr. 
tons for each round, for Ochta 229.2 ft. tons, and for 
the Bethlehem plate 5195 ft. tons. At the latter, 
however, three rounds only were fired against five 
in the others, and the Annapolis trial with its 8 in. 
projectile cannot be compared. It 1s difficult to 
judge by comparison under such circumstances. It 
appears to us asifthe Bethlehem steel is good but 
soft. 1t is particularly to be noticed that the cracks 
do notrun through to the back of the plate. We 
are reminded of the same feature in Vickers’s plate 
at Ochta. It is with the softer steel, no doubt, that 
this is more likely to be found than with the harder. 
We are especially anxious to see some definite re- 
port with authentic figures of the all-steel armor 
with a face of the extraordinary hardness said to 
have been attained in America in conjunction with 
a tough body, but this in no way connects itself with 
the above trial, which, so far as we can see, ought 
to be very satisfactory to Bethlehem.” 





In a letter to The Engineer Mr. J. Longridge says: 
“it isin Russia only that my system bas bad a fair 
trial, and this is due to the energy and perseverance 
of Admiral Kolokoltzoff, chief of the Aboukoff 
works. You express a wish for definite data, up to 
the present time, respecting the firat wire guu made 
in Russia. The gun wasa 6 inch gun, breevh-load- 
ing, with interrupted screw and De Bange obdura- 
tors; leagth over all, 17ft. 6d.; weight, 53¢ tons; and 
made at Aboukoff in 1888. After firing 1,v00 rounds, 
with charges of 391¢ Ib. and projectiles 122 |b., the 
gun was taken to pieces anda new A tube 
taken, to which the same wire coil, jacket, breech 
apparatus, &c., were applied. The gun was then 
fired 500 rounds and, the authorities being perfectly 
satisfied, the firing was not carried further. The 
operation of taking to pieces and rebuilding the 
gun was very quickly and easily performed, and 
the cost was practically that of a new A tube only, 
about one-fourth part of the weight of the gun. 
Since then they have made eight more 6 inch wire 
guns at Aboukoff, all of which have been perfectly 
successful, and thirty-two more have since been 
ordered by Government. The guns of larger 
calibre are also under consideration, and in a recent 
letter from Admiral Kolokoltzoff, he speaks very 
confidently of their adoption ere long, I may per- 
haps also mention that experience has already 
proved the great economy of cost of the wire sys- 
tem over the forged steel guns, and their muca 
greater rapidity of construction. * * Atlast wire 
guns are recognized even at Woolwich. They are 
now making sixty of such guns. They are using 





my formula, tbey are adopting my principle of 
separating the longitudinal from the bursting 
strain; they are, in Saat, peantionlty making use of 
the principles which I have been advocating for 
nearly thirty-five years, and which have proved to 
be correct.” 


Two proposals have recently been made to the 
French Government for guarding the barbors of 
Toulon and Cherbourg by submarine mines. [yn 
one an image of the harbor is formed in ap 
inclined wirror placed on the roof of the firing-but 
and reflected down through an arerture so as to fal] 
en a polished table in the middle of the hut. The 
image in the table is marked with colored spots 
indicating the positions of the submerged mines, 
and when the image of a hostile vessel entering the 
harbor is seen to coincide with one of these marks, 
the electric current is started, and the mine in ques- 
tion is fred. The other plan consists in placing two 
telescopes, one on each side of the harbor, and 
following the vessel with these. Electric circuits to 
the mine are so arranged and connected to con- 
tacts on tbe frames of the _ telescope that 
whenever the ship comes close to a wine, the 
telescopes fire it automatically. A telephone line 
between the two operators working the telescopes 
enables them td correspond.—Army and Navy 
Gazette. 

The Driggs Ordnance Co. bas commenced the 
delivery of rapid fire guns under the contract with 
the Navy Department, four 6-pounders and one 
3-pounder having been subjected to the necessary 
test and accepted. Several more are receiving the 
finishing touches at the Coit’s works in Connecti- 
cut, and will soon be shipped to the proving 
grounds for test.

” | A SANGUINE ONE. 
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A STRIKING feature of the annual meeting of the 
British Aseociation this year was the boldness with 
which Dr. Oliver Lodge, F. R. S., in his presi- 
dential address to Section A, ventured the sugges- 
tion that it might be possible to bridge the seem- 
ingly impossible gulf between science and mysti- 
cism. The position he has assumed appears to be 
the result of careful experiments conducted by Dr. 
Lodge on thought transference and cognate mat- 
ters. These have satisfied him that a method of 
communication exists between mind and mind, ir- 
respective of the ordinary channels of conscious- 
ness and the known organs of sense. He is perfectly 
convinced that thought may be excited in the brain 
of another person not only by a pre-arranged code 
called language, or by writing, or by other recog- 
nized ways, but also by an immaterial (perhaps an 
ethereal) medium of communication. The trans- 
mission of life he likens to a transmission of mag- 
netism, a vibration from one disturbing others 
even though they be distant 92,000,000 miles. There 
is thus, apparently, a direct action of mind on mind, 
and posaibly an action of mind on matter. A prima 
facie case has been established, and itis the prov- 
ince of science to investigate whether this commu- 
nication be through some unknown organ, or 
through some direct physical influence upon the 
other, or in some still more subtle manner. “But 
we are afraid of each other, and still more of our- 
selves. We have great respect for the opinions of 
our elders; we find the matter distasteful to them, 
so weare silent.’’ The relation of life to energy is 
not understood. “Life is not energy, and the death 
of an animal affects the amount of energy no whit, 
yet a live animal exerts control over energy while a 
dead one cannot. The transfer of energy is ac- 
counted for by the;performance of work; the guid- 
ance of energy needs no work, but demands force 
only. Whatisforce? And how can living beings 
exert it in the way they do? As automata, worked 
by preceding conditions—that is, by the past—say 
the materialists. Are we sosure that they are not 
worked by the future too? A luminous and helpful 
idea is that ‘time’ is but a relative mode of regard- 
ing things; we progress through phenomena at a 
certain definite pace, and this subjective advance 
we interpret in an objective manner, asif events 
necessarily happened in this order and at this pre- 
cise rate. But that may only be one mode of re- 
garding them. The events may be in some sense ex- 
istent always, both past and future, and it may be 
we who are arriving at them, not they which are 
happening.” A travellerin a railway train, if he 
could never leave the train, nor alter its pace, would 
probably consider the landscapes as necessarily 
successive, and would be unable to conceive their 
co-existence. These are significant and interesting 
hints of a coming change in methods of thought that 
will establish to the satisfaction of science the mis- 
take of those who seek for the origin of all things 
in some possibility of development latent in matter, 
forgetting the maxim, ‘ex nihilo nihil fit.” 








THE swift succession of events in the Chilian war 
is like a transformation svene upon the mimic stage. 
A dictator one day, Balmaceda isa fugitive the next 
and a suicide on the third. Aside from the moral 
character of the act, perhaps this final scenein the 
tragedy was the best solution of a difficulty. It pre- 
vents the excitement that would have followed the 
arrest of Balmaceda and gives opportunity for the 
prevalence of the sentiments which are essential to 
the final establishment of peace. Not even the 
pathetic letter in which the late President seeks to 
justify his course has been sufficient, how-ver, to 
stay the tideof invective which has been directed 
against him, or to silence the songs of triumph over 
his overthrow and death. Yet a sober judgment 
may well question whether Balmaceda was the 
monster his enemies believe him to have been. It 
appears that Balmaceda left Santiago Aug. 29, but 
finding every avenue of escape closed, returned to 
that city and took refuge in the Argentine Legation 
where he blew out his brains on the morning of 
Sept. 19. In a paper left by bim he credits the Ame- 
rican Minister, Mr. Egan, with having given him the 
excellent advice to make peace with his enemies and 
retire from Chili. In astatement explaining some 
of Mr. Egan’s transactions Admiral McCann says. 
“Mr. Egan was fiercely assailed by the newspapers 
of the victorious party, though it was through his 
intervention that great leniency had been exercised 
by Balmaceda. His conduct has not been under- 
stood aright even in this country, but 1 want tu say 
that all his actions have been those of a clear-headed 
diplomat and an honorable man. Right here | will 
take on myself the blame for some censure that fell 
on Mr, Hzan. He wrote me confidentially that the 
Balmaceda government ‘seemed too strong to be 
disturbed.’ 1 quoted a little too fully from that let- 
ter in a communication to the leader of the oppos- 
ing forces, and when the letter was made public the 
brunt of the criticism was directed against our Min | 
ister. | have just communicated to Secretary Tracy 
the true story of that incident, which fully

exonerates Mr. Egan. He has been so unjustly 
assailed by Mr. Foster that I am glad of an 
opportunity of speaking a word in his defence.” 

Our Government was prompt to recognize the new 
Government in Chili, and Germany, Italy, France, 
Sweden and Norway followed the lead of the 
United States. The Junta may well congratulate 
themselves upon the success, resulting from a mili- 
tary movement in which skill and boldness were 
bappily combined by Colonel Canto and his officers. 
Concerning it the Army and Navy Gazette says: 
“ An army of 10,000 men, with a powerful artillery 
and some cavalry, embarked at Iquique in nitrate- 
barges, open boats, and a few transports, and, es- 
corted by the little fleet of warships at the disposal 
of the Congressional leaders, set out in winter time 
to make a voyage of eight or nine days to Quintero 
Bay, along a dangerous and inhospitable coast 
fretted by the eternal roll of the ill-named Pacific, 
exposed to the attacks of Balmaceda’s torpedo- 
boats and steam-frigates, which the escorting squad- 
ron could not meet at all points of the long column 
of defenceless lighters. Their course must have 
been parallel to the shore, and it could not have 
been concealed from the eyes of the inhabitants of 
the numerous towns on the sea-coast. * * * 
There was in front of them at Vina del Mar a posi- 
tion of extraordinary strength, fortified and in- 
trenched, in advance of the northern forts of Val- 
paraiso. SBalmaceda’s troops, largely reinforced 
from Santiago, were so placed that he seemed justi- 
fied in the boastfulness of the telegram which came 
a few hours before the news of his overthrow, andino 
the confident prediction that the cause of the Junta 
was lost.” 


THe Army and Navy Gazette says: “A corre- 
spondent writes: ‘A contemporary of yours says 
that the Chilian War will take rank in history, frow 
its being the first of modern wars which has been 
decided by the Navy. This dictum appears to me 
open to question. In the first place, surely it was 
the defeat on shore of the Balmacediets that settled 
matters? Secondly, how many wars are we to con- 
sider ‘modern’? So far as the Navy’s part in it is 
concerned, this Chilian War is only on a par with 
the Russian War of ‘54-55, the Civil War iu the 
United States, the war between Uhili and Peru, the 
Franco-Chinese War, the Anglo-Egyptian War, and 
I dare say others [ cannot call to mind. In each of 
these instances one power, by its command of the 
sea, was enabled to choose its own time and its own 
place for desisive action. Moreover, by obliging 
the power without sea-command to watch several 
points at once, its military strength was weakened, 
and it was rendered unable to exercise its whole 
resources. ln this sense certainly the war was 
decided by the Navy, and it is well that it should be 
recognized.’ Our correspondent might have added 
that a defeat at the Alma or at Tel-el-Kebir would 
have piaced the British in a terrible position, from 
which their naval predominance could not have 
saved them. The Civil War in the United States 
might have gone on for years but for Sherman's ride 
through Georgia and Grant’s victories on land; 
and if Baquedano had been defeated at Chorillos, 
the Chilian Army would have had to surrender.”

$20 a week, and the patients board themselves. A 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Inquirer reports 
that there have been less than five per cent. of re- 
lapses, and in these the patients have written that 
they re-oultivated the taste for liquor.

This institate, itis proper to say, is no sanitarium, 


and no restraints are placed around a patient. He

The patient comes here, secures a 
boarding place, and reports for treatment four 
timesaday. The restof the time he does what he 


pleases. 

“ Can he take a drink if he wants it ?"”’ will doubt- 
less be asked. 

Certainly, and the physician in charge will fur- 
nish him with as much of the best brand of whisky 
as he asks for to take with him and drink as often 
and copiously as be chooses. The “dry” season con- 
tinues with them from twenty-four to seventy-two 
hours, and then wholly disappears.

The other day | saw a pa- 
tient brought in in that state known as being as 
“ drunk as a biled owl.”’ Twenty minutes after the 
injection in bis arm he was intelligently sober.

ron, several of the smaller vessels, probably the 
Yorktown and Bennington, being detached for ser- 
vice in China. According to another report 
the two equadrons will engage in _ the 
long talked of manceuvres at Newport during the 
month of October, after which the Squadron of 
Evolution, with the Newark detached for service as 
flagship of the South Atlantic Station, will go on a 
cruise in the Mediterravean, and the North Atlan- 
tic Squadron will proceed South for its regular 
winter cruise. It remains to be seen which one of 
the rumors prove correct. lu the absence of the 
Secretary, the authorities at Washington are un- 
able to say what will bedone. All tbat is known 
there is that the vessels of the North Atlantic 
Squadron are fitting out for tbe winter’s cruise, and 
that those of the Squadron of Evolution will be en- 
gaged in target practice in Gardiner’s Bay until 
farther orders. 





Masor REGENSPURSEY, lately on the General Staff 
at Vienna, and now an Instructor in Topography 
and Tactics at the school for Landwehr officers, in 
arecently published pamphlet holds tbat the ad- 
vances made, and about to be made, in rifles and 
ammunition bave revolutionized warfare, and will 
change its whole aspect still further. Captain von 
der Goltz, of the German infantry, has published a 
pampblet in Berlin thie year on “Independent Pa- 
trols,” which also insistson the davger to which 
masses of infantry must in future be exposed, owing 
to the enormous range, power, and invisibility of 
modern musketry. ‘Let us remember,” says Von 
der Goltz, “that in future the inadvertent exposure 
of a body of men in the open before a concealed 
and intact enemy may result in such terrible losses 
inthe course of a very short time that the force 
may be rendered hors de combat for the rest of the 
campaign.” In order to avoid such catastrophies 
Von der Goltz considers that masses of infantry 
should be kept out of the dangerous zone until the 
position and intentions of the enemy have become 
clearly revealed. In 1866 John Ericsson said: “The 
art of war, as I have always contended, is positively 
ia its infancy. When perfected, man will be forced 
to live at peace with man. This glorious reault, 
which bas been the cherished dream of my life, 
will unquestionably be attained before the close of, 
the present century.” 








GENERAL VISCOUNT WOLSELEY, in summing up a 
contribution to the New York Herald on Von 
Moltke, says: “ He is said never to have made a 
personalenemy. If this be true, it is indeed most 

extraordinary, considering the number of fools 
and emall minded men in and out of office a General 

.in his position has to deal with. * * * Abroad he 
was known as the greatest strategist, the ablest sol- 
dier of hisepoch. At home, revered wherever the 
German tongue is spoken, be is still known as the 
great chief of the staff to the Prussian monarch. 
Had he served any other nation his epitaph would 
have described him asthe conqueror of Denmark: 
of Austria and of France. But in his own country 
he will be simply remembered forever, and he was 
content to be so remembered, with deep feelings of 
pride and affection, as the loyal patriot, the great 
soldier and the faithful servant of his king. What 
fame could the good man wish for more?”’ 





Tue retirement of Major Charles W. Foster, Q. M., 
under the 40-years’ service law, predicted in the 
JOURNAL some weeks ago, occurred on September 24, 
Captain James M. Marshall receives his majority 
thereby. {t remains to be seen who will get the 
captaincy.

THe Ordnance and Fortification Board was in 
session for four days this week and disposed of a 
large amount of routine business. The most im- 
portant subject discussed was a propostion sub- 
mitted by the Chief of Ordnance for increasing the 
length vf the 12-inch guns from 34 to 40 calibres. 
This brought out a general discussion on the pre- 
vailing tendency of foreign powers to increase the 
length of high-power guns and the advantages to 
be gained thereby. The splendid results obtained 
with the Canet 12}¢-inch gun of 40 calibres was con- 
sidered sufficient proot of the wisdom of General 
Flagler's recommendation, and it was promptly ap- 
proved. But for the fact that the 8 and 10-inch 
guns are to be mounted on disappearing gun car- 
riages it is probable that a decision would have also 
been reached to increase their length. The subject 
of range finders was again discussed, but without 
any conclusion as to the adoption of a standard in- 
strument. The Board, however, is much encour- 
aged with the progress made in this direction, and 
has no doubt of soon being able to secure a per- 
fectly reliable invention of this kind. A plan for 
testing the type guns to be manufactured by the 
Bethlehem Works, under its recent contract, was 
discussed and adopted. Mr. Cutcheon, the civilian 
member, has been authorized to draft the annual 
report, which a provision in the last Fortification 
act requires to be submitted to Congress. 








In bis forthcoming annual report, it is understood 
that Secretary Tracy will announce for the firs: 
time the names of some of the nameless vessels now 
building. This is the method he pursued last year 
in informing the public of the names of the three 
battleships and two 3,000-ton cruisers, much to the 
surprise of his contemporaries of the press. Cruiser 
No. 9, building at the Columbian Iron Works, will, 
it is believed, be named the ‘‘ North Point.’’ With 
this exception there is no intimation of the names 
to be selected. “Grand Rapids” is a name being 
urged by many citizens of Michigan for Cruiser 
No. 12, already dubbed unofficially ‘“‘ The Pirate.’, 
The Chamber of Commerce of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
are also anxious for this craft to bear the name of 
their city. The * Roderick Dbu” is suggested by a 
citizen of Santa Fé, Cal.,for any of the new men- 
of-war. Captain H. W. Hubbell, Ist Artillery, is 
anxious to see the names of some of the famous 
prize-captures and of distinguished officers perpetu- 
ated in the new Navy, and has suggested the follow 
ing list to the Navy Department: “ Insurgente,”” 
Paul Jones; ‘ Guerriere,” Preble ; “ Frolio,’’ Bain- 
bridge; ‘‘Macedonian,” Wecatur; *“ Java‘’ Dale; 
“Peacock,” Truxton; ‘“‘ Boxer,’’ Stewart; “ Epre- 
rier,” Perry; ‘‘Reindeer,’’ McDonough; “ Cyane,”” 
Lawrence; “ Levant,” ** Penguin.” 








THE Commissioner of Pensionsin his annual re- 
port, just submitted to the Secretary of the lnterior, 
reports a total of 676,100 pensioners on the rolls June 
30, 1891, an increase for the year of 138,216. The av- 
erage annual value of each pension was $139 99. The 
total expenditure was $118,548,959.71, an increase of 
$12,055,069. 20,525 pensioners were dropped from the 
rolls for various causes. There are about 1,208,707 
soldiers of the Union now living, and o1 the survi- 
vors 520,158 are now on the pension rolls. There are, 
therefore, 688,549 survivors who are not pensioned 
and 879,908 dead soldiers not represented on the pen- 
sion rolls. In concluding his report the Commis- 
sioner says that on an average about 30,000 pension 
certificates are being ‘issued each month, and that 
during the current year he expects that as many as 
350,000 claims will be adjudicated for which he be- 
lieves the present appropriation of $133,473,085 will 
be amply sufficient. 








A HEATED despatch comes from San Francisco de- 
nouncing the action of the troops protecting the 
Yosemite because, as is alleged, they drove two 
French sheep herders off the reservation, on to 
which they had unwittingly strayed, and left their 
6,000 sheep to roam at will, not permitting them to 
drivethem withthem. The ranchersin the vicinity 
are reported “to be 1n a terrible rage.” If they will 
investigate they will ascertain without doubt that the 
troops simply did their duty. 








THe Court-martial cases of Col. Compton and 
Lieut. Swift form part of the unfinished business on 
the President’s desk. Strong influence has been 
brought to bear on the officials of the War Depart- 
ment to secure a recommendation for mercy in the 
latter case, but it is understood that the papers as 
they reached the President did not have any in- 
dorsement of this character. 





THE mental examination of the 16 vivilian candi- 
dates who were successful in passing the physical 
examination, as announced last week, was concluded 
last week, and the report of the Board is now being 
made up for transmittal to the Secretary of War. It 





is understood that about 75._per cent. were success- 





ful. The son of Colonel Robert Williams, who was 
given a re-examination before the Medical Board, 
was found pbysically qualified and, baving previ- 
ously passed a successful mental examination, he is 
now certain of appointment. 





MaJsor Joun W. Crovs, J. A., U.S. A., in a lecture 
on the subject of military punishments, stated that 
the severest punishments were inflicted in our 
Army, the mildest in the German Army. This will 
surprise those who do not understand how a strict 
military organization prevents the necessity for 
punishment. 





THE annual report of Gen. Schofield, and of nearly 
all the bureau chiefs of the War Department, have 
been completed, and will be at the disposal of Sec- 
retary Proctor upon his returr the latter part of 
this week. 


Tue Washington Star suggests that the President 
will permit the office of Secretary of War to remain 
vacant until Congress meets, Asst. Secretary Grant 
to serve as Secretary meantime.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


MISSOURI ENCAMPMENT. 


In his report of the inspection of the annual en- 
campment of the Missouri National Guard, held at 
Lake Contrary, near St. Joseph, from Aug. 10 to 
Aug. 15, Capt. C. M. O’Connor, 8th Cav., states that 
the various organizations of tae Guard, mustering 
altogether 2,290 officers and men, were represented 
in the camp. the highest number present at one 
time being 1,338. Tbe Regular troops participating 
were one company 10th [nfautry. pt. Lacey; one 
company 12th Infantry, Capt. Brown; Bat. F, 2d 
Artillery, Capt. Woodruff. The infantry illustrated 
guard mounting and company drill daily and skir- 
mish driil once. The State batteries were ordered 
to report to Capt. Woodruff, under whose direction 
they were 1n camp, and for drills, the three batteries 
drilling together as a battalion. Much benefit was 
derived. The infantry battalion was too small to 
afford much berieSt by example or by taking partin 
brigade ceremonies. The discipline of the camp was 
very good; observation of military courtesies very 
fair, and promptness and obedience to orders excel- 
lent. There were two court-martial trials for dis- 
obedience of orders during the encampment. 

The location of the camp Capt. UO’Connor regards 
as very unfortunate, both from a military and sani- 
a7 point of view. 

The battalion and brigade drills were fairly well 
conducted. The majority of officers of all grades 
are fairly grounded in the drill tacties, many excel- 
ling in this respect. The formation and ceremony 
attending the review by the Governor wae con- 
ducted with promptness and accuracy, and was par- 
ticipated in by the Regular infantry and artillery, 
the State batteries being formed with the latter. 
After passing in viewin quick time, the batteries 
under Capt. Woodruff, 2d Art., passed at a trot and 
executed some other movements in a satisfactory 
manner. The State battahons. one platoon each, 
formed for drill with Bat. F, 2d Art., daily, their 
movements,though with bired and untrained horses, 
were executed with marked precision, showing that 
they bad received careful instruction at their ar- 
mories. 

Asarule, the men were not well set up. There 
are many young and undeveloped men and too [ittle 
time is devoted to preliminary instruction in the 
School of the Soldier. Some of the older companies, 
however, are excellent in this respect. A more rigid 
physical examination is proposed for the future. 

Some good results ensued from the presence of 
Regulars in the camp, but Capt. Connor says the 
number was too smali to afford much benefit in the 
way of example, and he recommends that a large 
body be represented in future camps. 








FIELD OPERATIONS IN OHIO.

The colonel commanding the 2d Regi- 
ment was umpire, assisted by the stuff officers of the 
regimeot. Battalion commanders were ordered to 
advise the colonel every half hour of the where- 
abouts and doings of their commands, giving lo- 
cation of or encounter with opposing forces, noting 
all cross roads, school or dwelling houses, or any 
objects, and immediately upon return to camp to 
make a full report of the expedition, giving as near 
as possible all the details and incidents of the march 
to and from headquarters. 

At the point where the troops were brought to so 
close proximity as to result in an engagement the 
question as to which had the best of the situation 
was decided by the umpire. 

H. F. Collins, Lieutepant-Colonel 2d Infantry, 
commanding ist Provisional battalion, reported as 
fellows: 

My battalion, consisting of Cos. C,G, H and I, with one 
ration, left the parade ground at 10 4. Mm., ppesing through 
the camp south and, after crossing the C. H. and D. R. R., 
went west to Hasking’s road. When about half way I 
ordered Capt. Bell—commandiog Co, C—to deploy his com- 
pany as skirmishersand move tothe N. W., with instructions 
to retreat, if necessary,and join me on my left. I then 
moved command up to the Hasking road, then N. W. to 
Clinton Fay Farm aud halted, 

Having moved very slow and used a front and rear guard, 
it was now high 12. I ordered commanders of companies to fill 
canteens and prepure for dinner. This being done, and after 
one hour spent in sending out scouts, one of them returned 
and reported to me that the enemy was in column moving 
west on McKenzy road. This report being also sent me by 
others soon after. 

I wen ordered Lieut. Wilson, commanding Co. G, to form 
company, be baving been sept to my rear as skirmishers, and 
to move N. W.oo Hasking Road as fur as be could to de- 
ploy as skirmishers as soon as he sighted the enemy, and to 
report bis #8 well as the enemy’s position, not failing to re- 
treat and join me on my left before an engagement, which 
he did in perfect order. During this time my scouts again 
sighted the enemy at Brick- yard moving 8. W., and directly 
toward my main body. At about 3 P.M., considerable firing 
was heard between Co. C, deployed as skirmishers, and the 
skirmish line of the enemy. At this time a flanker reportec 
the enemy pressing bard on Co. C. I then placed Capts. 
Bryant and Long’s Company in position to hold R. R. cross- 
ing on Hasking Road which they did until re-entorced by 
Co. G, when a general engagement took place. 

Accompenying this are the reports of the com- 
—_ commanders, Capt. Frank M. Bell, Co. C; 

jeut. W. H. Wilson, Co. G; Capt. Edward 8. 
Bryast, Co. H; Capt. De Long, Co. 1. The officer 
commanding the Second Provisional Battalion re- 
ports as follows:

BOWLING GREEN, Wuop Co., O., August 15, 1891. } 


To the Adjutant, 2d Inf., O. N. G.: 

Sir: In compliance witb instructions from Headquarters, 
2d lof.,O. N. G., 1 bave the bonor to report that battalion 
commanded by me moved from camp this 10 a. M.,and after 
I passed out of the guard line proceeded in a northerly di- 
rection for about a baif a mile, when I rcached a ditch that 
could pot be crossed until a bridge was built; this delayed us 
for about half an hour. Having destroyed the bridge we built, 
I continued our march until the McKenzig Road, where 





a halt was made tor dioner. After a consultation 
with the company commanders we took up the march in 
column of fours West until adyance guards reported the 
enemy or part in our immediate front. I at once ordered 
the battalion to move into Brick-yard on our left, expecting 





to take up my position for action, if necessary, or at least 
until I could order one company out as skirmishers. 

Co. A, Capt. Davis commanding, was ordered to deploy at 
the same time; a few men were ordered to mount the 
buildings at Brick-yard who at once located the enemy and 
their skirmishers. The corn field between us was just what 
we wanted, and the skirmish line bnd commenced driving 
their lines to the South and towards tbeir main forces. I 
followed my advance guard with Companies D, EB, F and 
K, and had it not been for the rise of the ground at R. R. 
crossing on the Hasking Road,I could bave taken them 
by such a surprise that defeat would bec ertain, as I bad 
my command well in hand when I c#me out of the corn 
field, Yours, etc, Byron M. CLEN DENIG, 

Major, 24 Inf., comdg. 2d Prov. Bat, 

Captain Chas. Davis, commanding Co. A, reports 
that be deployed bis company as skirmishers in a 
corn field south of brick yard, pushing south until 
he met the skirmishers’ line of the enemy. While 
working for a position he continued to push for- 
ward until, after a few hours, the enemy bad all re- 
treated south and out of the corn field, which fact I 
reported to the major commanding, who ordered 
him to assemble his command and join the main 
body, which be did. At one time the skirmishers 
were so close and being in the corn we were unable 
to see far, and one of his men was somewhat pow- 
der-burat in the face, but not seriously. This was 
the only casualty. 

Capt. J. [. Reams, Co. D, reports that the day was 
fine aud everything went legge the men epjoy- 
ing their part of the work, it being their first ex- 
perience in duties so unlike those of camp that all 
were willing and worked earnestly, and obeying all 
orders. He says: “‘ I think one day spent in this way 
each year while at camp would be of much benefit.” 

2d Lieut. Wm. P. King, commanding Co. E, re- 
ports tbat, in accordance with verbal orders received 
upon the field, he sent out squads of three or four 
men as flankers with orders to report. 

Capt. Wm. H. Kemper, commanding Co. F, re- 
ports that his orders were to report to the major 
commanding 2d Provisional Battalion as rear guard. 
Nothing of special mention occurred save that the 
destruction of bridge built across ditch came to his 
notice in the morning. After dinner be was spe- 
cially instructed to protect therear of the battalion. 
Owing to the lay of the ground very little could be 
done. He joined the main body about the middlvof 
the afternoon. 

Capt. Wm. Dickman, Jr., commanding Co. K, re- 
ports that he marched about six miles in about eight 
houre, including stoppages.

and to safely convey the same, with all possible despatch, 
which was accomplished. 

Toe Medical Corps was well conducted by Surg. Paul,and 
the Litter Corps, in charge of Dr. Munson, ulso deserves 
mention for their good work done in toe field. 

Orderlies employed did their arduous work well and de- 
serve the thanks of the commanding officer. 

Allin all, we believe the field service acquired by this 
manq@uvre was a decided success, and think that an entire 
day could be well spent each year in this exercse.

THE HILTON MATCH AT CREEDMOOR. 


Gro. H. Harries, Ist Lieut. and I. R. P., D. C. M., 
sends us a communication in which he says: 


Writing of the marking when we were firing the 600 yds. 
stage of the Hilton match, I did most emphatically charge 
that the marker on Target No. 20 (used by six of our men) 
failed in every instance to disk the shots. A “four” at 1 
o’clock was marked a “ four” at8 o’clock, and soon, This 
deceived every one of the six men who shot on that target 
and was responsible for the erratic work these same men 
did. On the other targets the shots were vorrectly located 
—that is, they were on Targets 14 and 16 (used by New York) 
ard so long as we observed No, 18 that, too, was disked tairly 
well, There is the charge I made, and I can support it with 
the affidavits of at least a dozen men, whose reputations for 
veracity are eusily as good as thatof the one who either 
personally or vicariousiy accused me of falsehood. For 20 
minutes, using a powerful telescope, I watched the dirty 
work go on, at the same time doing my best to correct the 
false impressions created among our men by the infamous 
disking. Why does not some champion of the association 
come out and over his signature defend the trickery ? Mere 
denial is as nothing. The public will not be deceived bya 
bluff, which it knows can be “ called” by sworn testimony 
of the most positive description. Let the association show 
the slightest desire to investigate this matter and we will 
produce witnesses enough to satisfy any one. 

Lieut. Harries further says: 

We have never used any other rifie than the service 
Springfield—the 3-groove gun which is issued to the enlisted 
mep of the Army and to the troopsof many States. We shot 
amilitary match, with the weapons and ammunition we 
would have to depend on inthe fleid and, let me add, we 
will never again shoot against State, brigade or regimental 
“rifle clubs.” 

We are not aware that Lieut. Harries bas been ac- 
cused of falsehood. We did say, and we repeat, that, 
so far as his heated charges of unfair dealing are 
concerned, we believe that they are without found- 
ation. It isnot the habit among the class of men 
with whom we deal to lightly bring such charges 
and the burden of proof is upon the accuser and not 
upon the accused. In reference to this matter, Maj. 
Cc. GH. Gaus, 1. R. P., 3d Brigade, N.G. 8. N. Y., 
who was executive officer om the day of the Hilton 
trophy competition, writes us as follows : 


I am convinced that everything was done as fairly as 
could be. It isto be expected that markers at times make 
mistakes, although not intentionally. In moving the target a 
disc may drop out of the shot hole, ora marker may forget to 
indicate the shot, or even forget to ee’ in a spotting disc. 
“ Of course he cannot give a@ mana bullseye when he does 
not hit the farget. a thing which one of the men claimed 
when he m . When we consider that marking on these 








canvas targets was something new to some of the markers, 
it was surprising to me that they did so well. Of the four 
omissions made in markiug during the match, two were on 
the D. C. team targets and two on theN. Y. team targets, 
When the targets were pulled down after the sbot Struck, 
they failed to signal, but in each case placed the spottin 
dice, so that when the target came up the shooter was cred. 
ited with the count indicate’,and happened to bea bulj 
and centre foreach team. Has Lieut. Harries considered 
thateach one of these men marked 256 shots in both 
matches? Also that every bit requires three operations— 
first indicate value shot; second, remove disc from old shot 
hole to new; third, paste old shot hole. One can well im. 
agine how a man might omit«ne or the other of the re. 
ulred operations. 1 was informed, after the match, that 
jeut. Harries intimated that the markers on target 
on which the N, Y.team was shooting, and therefore by 
him the remark was made, of crooked work. N. Y. shoot. 
ers need no such assistance. When N. Y. wins, they do jt 
by superior shooting. It is rather late, after the match bag 
ended, to protest against the rifle and the ammunition used 
by the N. Y. team, when these self-same things, to my cer. 
tain knowledge, bave been used from five to eight years by 
the 7'b and 23d Regts. in all their team work, as well as in 
the Interstate and Hilton Trophy matches,and never aq 
complaint until now. If there is any preference itis in 
favor of the Springfield, with its fine adjustable Buffington 
sight, in_every way superior to our coarse Remington 
sights. Every experienced rifleman will admit that. 

In fact, to sum up the whole case, the Washington boys 
were shot out. I predicted, before the match, that for that 
reason they would not do their usual good work. I think 
Major Pollard, a gentleman of large experience in rifie 
shooting, will bear me outin this: that a rifleman can do 
too much shooting in a short time, thereby wearing him. 
selt out for good work. About that three and six groove 
rifle ; I«ion’t think the members of the N. Y. team cared 
whether the D. C. men shot the one or the other, but paid 
more attention to the essentials, and these were coach. 
ing, holding, sighting, and trigger pressing—things that tell 
ln the end of the match. That the D. C. team bad shot too 
much, 1 think was fairly well proven by their shooting 
= the Twenty-third’s team on their return to Wash. 
ngton.
